"Ireland's Place in 
the

Liberty," was the theme of an ex- 
ceptionally stirring lecture given last 
evening by lion. F.dward F. McSwce- 
ncy, a noted authority on the Irish 
question, before members of St. Pat- 
rick's Holy Name society and invited 
guests in St. Patrick's school hall in 
Suffolk street. 


The lecture was the first of a sc- 


ries to be held by tho society and if 
the same high standard is maintained 
in sjhsi-;iuent addresses as prevailed in 
the fir;,!, tin! officers o£ the organiza- 
tion will deserve congratulation. 


Mr. McSwcency's lecture covered 


wide range of territory and did 
pnrposc-ly inasmuch as the speaker 
said he wished to sketch only briefly 


containing his address printed In bolli 
English and Japanese, the gift of a 
missionary priest. Only a short time 
ago, the chairman of a Japanese dele- 
gation visiting Boston, sought him out 
and told him-that millions of copies 
of his address were being distributed 
by the Japanese government, lie cit- 
ed these incidents, he said, to show 
that even though an address or an 
editorial does not seem to meet with 
immediate fruit, sooner or later re- 
sults will be forthcoming. 


"I'm not going to make an eflort to 


Epeak eloquently of Ireland," he said. 
"Any man o£ Irish blood can do that 
without making an effort. 


"It's been said many times, and espe- 


cially In the recent discussion of Hie 
right of Ireland to freedom, that Ire- 
land is not consistent. It won't follow 
a leader. 
Why. the Irish are the 


most consistent nation on the earth. 
For 40 years they backed up O'Conncll 
and for -10 more Parnell and lledmond, 
whether they wero right or wrong. 
Xo nation is more loyal to its leaders 
than Ireland. And 1 feel that the Irish 
people can show the same loyalty to 


established 
form 
of 
government 


now that the prospect of independence 
Is before them. 


.\s the son of an Irish-born father 


and an American-born mother, I have 
found in my life that our neighbors 
ot other races have the idea that while 
Irish people may be loyal to the em- 
ployers, faithful in every way, yet, af- 
ter all, they are really At to be only 
servants. They have the idea that we 
make good housemaids, menial labor- 
ers, etc. I have even seen bomo peo- 
ple of Irish blood who have become 
rich, get the Impression that they will 
be better tho'ught of if they repudiate 
the race from which they sprung. 


"That's the reason why it is high 


time that the 875,000 Irish people In 
Massachusetts 
begin to assert them- 


selves. We have played loo much with 
politics and have not given our atten- 
tion to tho business world. Wo have 
failed to realize that ona good business 
man can swamp 500 politicians. 


."Then came tho great war and there 


was a slightly different feeling toward 
the Irish. But I want to bring out the 
point that in tho United States, the 
south, bigoted always, is trying to re- 
win the Civil war and England is try- 
Ing to rewin the American Revolution. 
In the war o£ 1S12 Massachusetts was 
a Tory state. The Massachusetts leg- 
Islaturo pleaded the congressmen and 
senators from this state not to press 
America's claim against great Britain 
for the freedom of the seas. But there 
were real Americans at Washington 
at that limo and America went to war 
to uphold her rights. 


"It Is Impossible to believe that our 


neighbors, whom we respect 
in 
so 


many ways, can be willing to approve 
tho freedom of nations that have been 
oorn overnight and arc not willing to 
look with favor on the establishment 
of a free Ireland, the oldest nation on 
earth. 
When we ask for independence 


they lell us that we are not American. 
Hut all tlic colonial historians say tint 
America was saved from England

ter all, they aro re-ally flt to be only 
servants. They have the idea that we 
make good housemaids, menial labor- 
ers, etc. I havo even seen some peo- 
ple of Irish blood who havo become 
rich, get the impression that they will 
be better thought of if they repudiate 
the race from which they sprung. 
• '.'That's the reason why it is hiyh 
time that the 575,000 Irish people in 
Massachusetts begin 
to assert them- 


selves. Wo have playod too much with 
politics and have not given our atten- 
tion to tho business world. We have 
failed to realizo that one good business 
man can swamp 500 politicians. 


"Then came tho great, war and there 


waa a slightly different feeling toward 
the Irish. But I want to bring out the 
point that in tho United States, the 
south, bigoted always, is trying to re- 
win tho Civil war and England is try- 
Ing to rewln the American Revolution. 
In the war of 1S12 Massachusetts was 
a Tory slate. The Massachusetts leg- 
islature pleaded tho congressmen and 
senators from this state not to press 
America's claim against great Britain 
for the freedom of the seas. But there 
wero real Americans at Washington 
at that time and America went to war 
to uphold her rights. 


"It Is Impossible to believe that our 


neighbors, * whom we respect 
In

many ways, can bo wilting to approve 
the freedom of nations that have been 
born overnight and aro not willing to 
look with favor on tho establishment
